Acheson, a frequent GOP target, 
found himself in the familiar posi- 
tion at the hearing of defending 
Truman administration foreign pol- 
icy, particularly those decisions af- 
fecting the 1950-53 Korean War. He 
denied, as he has many times 
before, that his 1950 statement 
about Korea being outside the U.S. 
defense perimeter could have been 
interpreted by the Reds in any way 
as an invitation to invade Korea. 

As a substitute for the Eisen- 
hower proposal, Acheson called 
for: 

1. A determined effort to solve 
the Suez Canal problem by halting 
clearing operations of the ship- 
clogged waterway until Egypt 
agrees to ‘‘a fair management and 
control.”’ 

2. In the meantime, the United 
States could agree to reimburse 
West European users of Mideast 
oil for the added dollar expense of 
hauling oil around Africa. 

3. Construction later of an oil 
pipeline under United Nations 
control, possibly laid in a demili- 
tarized zone separating Egypt and

4. Putting Israel and the Arab 
States on notice that they must 
stop border fighting or suffer U.S. 
punishment, including U.S. force. 

5. A “great and well-conceived”’ 
economic aid program in which 
ibe nations of West Europe would 
join the United States in helping 
underdeveloped nations all over, 
not only the Middle East.

Fulton County’s delegation in the new 
General Assembly is giving the public 
an impression of juvenility that is most 
unbecoming.

Rep. Muggsy Smith chastises the three 
new members for not consulting him and 
threatens to “block” any legislation in the 
House with which he is not in agreement. 

Sen.-elect Charlie Brown comes up 
with the dangerous threat that he will 
buck the traditional courtesy rule under 
which the Senate and House have oper- 
ated for years in consideration of local 
bills. He thus would overcome Rep. 
Smith’s objections. 

The courtesy rule is the only home 
rule protection cities and counties now 
have from punitive legislation and many 
other evils.

The State of the Union is prosperous. 

The state of the world is strongly 
threatened by a heavily armed imperialis- 
tic dictatorship posing a “continual threat” 
to the free world. ue ; 

The need of the nation is “vision, wis~ 
dom and resolution.” 

The need of the world is more resur- 
gence for freedom—as in Hungary. 

These points about sum up the more 
or less pedestrian State-of-the-Union 
message which President Eisenhower de- 
livered to.Congress yesterday. 

He promised “modern, adequate, de- 
pendable” military strength. me 

He pleaded for support of his policies, 
already recommended. 

The President suggested a TVA treat- 
ment for the river valleys. He wants them 
treated as a whole and not piecemeal by 
states and localities. That his adminis- 
tration should continue to be hostile to 
TVA, only because it is a product of 
Democratic action, is a stigma of pettiness 
which the President resolutely should 
oppose. 

President Eisenhower asked for his 
program of aid to education. 

He further requested and outlined in 
detail his four-point civil rights legisla- 
tion which last year passed the House 
and which was bottled up by Southern 
strategists in the Senate. 

Taking indirect notice of the violence 
in the South in connection with the court’s 
ruling on segregation, he said that “un- 
happily, much remains to be done” in the 
field of race relations. 

It still remains to be seen whether 
the President will throw the weight of 
his office behind his program. If he does 
not he will not be successful. If he does 
he will.

And Now If Mr. Dulles 
Will Follow Example! 


Appointment of Harold Macmillan as 
British Prime Minister to succeed Sir 
Anthony Eden came as no great surprise 
in the United States. It will be received 
here with general approval. 

Macmillan, whose mother is an Amer- 
ican, in political philosophy is close to 
Eden. He is a conservative of the old 
school. 

The resignation of Eden itself was in- 
evitable. As able a man as he is, the Suez 
and Middle East crises and the manner 
in which British policy backfired there 
had destroyed his effectiveness to a great 
extent. The deterioration of British- 
American relations at such a time in world 
affairs had been alarming and Eden ap- 
parently was unable to repair them. 

The United States cannot escape re- 
sponsibility for what has happened, 
either. Dulles’ policies could be said to 
have helped precipitate the Middle East 
muddle and thus to have contributed to 
Eden’s downfall. 

Macmillan is popular in this country 
and is a personal friend of President Ei- 
senhower. His appointment should mean 
a return to the old cordial relationships 
between the two countries—not that the 
job will be easy. British resentment is 
too great. 

The course of events finds the United 
States today adopting the course in the 
Middle East recommended two years ago 
by Eden and more recently by the Demo- 
crats in the presidential campaign. It is 
a revival of the containment policy but 
this time its chances of success are dimmed 
by the fact that it comes late in the game. 

The facts of today’s world makes close 
relationships between Britain and the 
United States a necessity. The Macmillan 
appointment will be a big help in restor- 
ing it to actuality. The resignation of 
John Foster Dulles as U.S. Secretary of 
State would give it an even bigger boost.

Old-Timer Recalls Atlanta of 19th Century; 
Was Newsboy for Constitution in the 1880s 


Chicago, Tll.—I am a constant 
reader of The Constitution, the 
newspaper I sold every Sunday 
from the time I was old enough 
to peddle it until I left Atlanta 
Aug. 10, 1886, for Chicago, where

There were only four streetcar 
lines in Atlanta then, all operated 
by horse power. 


The city spent thousands of the 
taxpayers’ dollars trying to find 
water in what is now called the 
“Five Squares’ or Five Points. 
They finally located it and estab- 
lished an artesian well with free 
water for everyone. But they 
soon tired of the free water and 
filled the hole up. 


In 1881 Atlanta sponsored a cot- 
ton exposition out on Marietta 
street that was the winter attrac- 
tion of the South. 3 

There was an Alga Springs lo- 
cated where Sears -. Roebuck 
stands now. I used to gather 
strawberries and_ blackberries 
there when I was a boy.

The Georgia General Assembly will be in session shortly and, as 


usual, legislators are promising all things to all people. A south Geor- 


gia legislator was quoted in.a news story as saying that he will op- 
pose any law which will lead to the levying of new taxes. 


Then, in the same interview, he 
went on record as favoring the 
expansion of just about every 
state service, 

This kind of talk makes one 
wonder when, if ever, politicians 
will quit kidding the public. Long 
ago most taxpayers became 
aware of ‘the fact that to receive 
additional services they must be 
prepared to pay the bill. 

As a matter of fact most Geor- 
gians have made it plain that 
their chief complaint in the past 
has been waste of money through 
misuse and inefficiency in state 
government operations. 

Happily, as the outgrowth of a 
study by a legislative economy 
committee some money-saving 
measures have been effected. 

Georgians also applaud reports 
that tax collecting loopholes have 
been closed and that collections 
under present tax laws have in- 
creased sharply. | 

The state budget for the 1956- 
1957 fiscal year is a record $287,- 
564,433.60. The sales tax and mo- 
tor fuel tax produce more than 
64 per cent of this revenue. 

A whopping $151,940,000 of the 


/ 


total budget (53 per cent) goes 
for education. Twenty-three per 
cent of the state’s income is 
spent on highways, 11 per cent 
on public welfare, 4 per cent on 
health and 9 per cent goes to 
other departments and agencies. 


When the General Assembly 
meets in a few days it will be 
asked to raise the pay of school- 
teachers and probably to vote ad- 
ditional funds for public safety, 
health and welfare and other 
services. 


But influential legislators have 
indicated that they favor ‘“‘hold- 
ing the line’ against any and all 
proposals that call for additional 
taxes.

IN THE MAIL: From Atlantan 
Arthur I. Harris, photostats from 
pages of a “‘Handbook of Confed- 
erate Swords,” telling how Harris’ 
kinsmen, the Haiman brothers, 
made swords at Columbus, Ga. 

Louis and Elias Haiman came 
to Georgia from Prussia and set 
up a factory at Columbus to make 
kitchen cutlery. After Fort Sum- 
ter, they converted to swords. Lat- 
er they turned to the manufacture 
of rifles, then to small arms, par- 
ticularly a Colt-model rifle. 

The Haiman sword factory em- 
ployed several hundred men and 
could turn out 100 blades a week. 
The first sword the brothers made 
at Columbus was presented to Col. 
Peyton H. Colquitt, who was killed 
later at Chickamauga. 

There are a few Haiman swords 
in museums. Otherwise, according 
to B. C.* Yates, the historian-cus- 
todian at Kennesaw Mountain Na- 
tional Battlefield Park, a Haiman 
sword is mighty hard to come by.

“He that is now a 
prince wants to be a king or an emperor. A man 
in love with a girl is ever casting about how he 
may come to marry her, and in his eyes there is none fairer than 


Consider these words:

when he has got her, he is soon weary of her and thinks another more 
fair, whom easily he might have had. The poor man thinks, had’I but 
20 pounds I should be rich enough; but when he has got that he would 
have more. The heart is inconsistent in all things.” 


Those words came from the pen 
of the immortal Mart'n Luther and 
are recorded in ‘‘Table-Talk,’’ the 
spiritual classic he wrote. He is 
pointing out the human problem 
of never being satisfied. I have a 
friend whose one ambition in life 
was to get a million dollars. He 
achieved his goal but now is losing 
his very soul in his frantic efforts 
to make it two million. Luther says 
this is of the devil. 


The inability to find satisfaction 
in life probably causes more heart- 
ache and hurt than any other 
thing. In our mad rush to get 
things, we might pause a moment 
to heed the words of a great think- 
er and man of God. He said, “A 
man that depends on the riches 
and honors of this world, forget- 
ting God and the welfare of his 
soul, is like a little child that holds 
a fair apple in the hand, of agree- 
able exterior, promising goodness, 
but within ’tis rotten and full of 
worms.” 

We want money and the things 
money can buy. Yet in his book, 
**Table-Talk,”’ Luther said some- 
thing we should read: ‘Where

great wealth is, there are also all 
manners of sins; for through 
wealth comes pride; through pride 
dissension; through dissension, 
wars, poverty; great distress and 
misery. Therefore, they that are 
rich must yield a strict and great 
account; for to whom much is giv- 
en, of him much will be required. 

“Wealth is the smallest thing on 
earth, the least gift that God has 
bestowed on mankind. What is it 
in comparison with God's Word~ 
what, in comparison with corporal | 
gifts as beauty, health? Nay, what 
is it to the gifts of the mind, as 
understanding, wisdom? Yet are 
men so eager after it that no labor, 
pains or risk is regarded in the 
acquisition of riches, Wealth has 
in it neither material, formal, ef- 
ficient nor final cause, nor any-. 
thing else that is good.” 

Luther was born nearly 500 
years ago, yet who would say his 
comments are not as applicable to 
life today as any word that might 
be written today? Many things 
have changed through the cen- 
turies but people are the same ag 
they have always been. 


Sen. Knowland Has 
Eyes on Presidency 


WASHINGTON—The nearly unanimous judg- 
ment in Washington is that when William F. 
Knowland of California retires from the Senate 


next year, he will not be stepping out of national politics: he will be 
stepping into national politics in a bigger way. Few, if any, persons 
in this political-minded capital have any opinion other than that Sen. 
Knowland is headed toward an open, vigorous, sustained effort to 
obtain the 1960 Republican presidential nomination. 


If this bé correct — and the sen- 
ator is not raising a whisper to 


deny it — then I venture these 
conclusions: 
That Knowland has made a 


sound political decision, that he 
will have a better chance of get- 
ting the presidential nomination 
outside the Senate than even if 
he remained as Republican leader. 

That a genuine contest for the 
nomination will prove to be a 


source of strength to the Repub- 
lican Party. 


That while Vice President Nixon ° 


can hardly be expected to relish 
the “battle of the Californians’”’ 
which is now in prospect, he will 
personally be better off with 
healthy opposition; that is, he will 
have better prospects of winning 
the presidency if he doesn’t get 
the nomination by default. 

Precedent is decidedly against 
Congress as a _ stepping-stone to 
the presidency. Warren G. Hard- 
ing was the only member of Con- 
gress to get a presidential nom- 
ination in the 20th century and his 
nomination came about only after 
the two leading contenders, Frank 
Lowden and Leonard Wood, fell 
into an unbreakable deadlock. 

Mr. Republican himself — the 
late Robert A. Taft of Ohio, with 
whom Sen. Knowland had so much 
that is worthy in common — never 
was able to win the presidential 
nomination from his post in the 
Senate although an extraordinary 


number of Ohio governors have’ 


gone to the White House. Willkie, 
Dewey and Eisenhower defeated 
him.

WASHINGTON—Involved in the Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon-Sen.° William F. Knowland 


Evidently Knowland has decided 
to seek a somewhat different ap- 
proach. 


Most political observers believe 
that Nixon is already emerging 
—and will continue to emerge— 
as the leading contender to suc- 
ceed Eisenhower. If he remains 
in this position it will be because 
he stands out as the most authen- 
tic spokesman of Eisenhower Re- 
publicanism. 


Therefore, Knowland will identi- 
fy his candidacy for the nomina- 
tion in different terms than are 
associated with the Eisenhower 
leadership — somewhat more to 
the right domestically and some- 
what more venturesome and risk- 
ful in foreign policy, particularly 
in measures to counter interna- 
tional communism. Knowland is 
no isolationist and he is no politi- 
cal reactionary but the candidacy 
he would offer would certainly be 
less in the image of Eisenhower 
than Nixon’s. 

This may be good politics or it 
may be bad. I doubt if it makes 
any difference to Sen. Knowland. 
He is just going to be himself. 

Of course, nothing would fur- 
ther the senator’s prospects so 
much as his nomination and elec- 
tion as governor of California in 
1958. If he should take the nom- 
ination from Gov. Goodwin Knight 
—and win—Knowland would con- 
trol the state Republican organi- 
zation, would weaken the vice 
president in his home territory 
and be in a strategic position 
for the presidential nomination.

Macmillan has distinct advan-

Since it is such a dusty old cliche—that one about newspaper 
reporters meeting ‘‘so many interesting people’’—it’s embarrass- 
ing to be caught in the position of defending it as an eternal truth. 


But it is true, I vow. I never realized how true it is, how 
fortunate most of us are, until I read something the other. day 
by Louis Kronenberger called ‘‘Company Matters.’’ Labeled ‘‘a 
sparkling inquiry into American life,” this little book sets forth 
a picture of the contemporary American, which, if you believe it, 
may make you mighty unhappy about yourself and your neighbor. 


Summed up, Mr. Kronenberger’s finding about the American 
today comes to this: ‘‘He has a strong need for money and suc- 
cess. He fears individuality and struggles to conform. His tastes 
in theater, art and television are middlebrow. His manners are 
informal, his morals rigid.” 


Generally speaking, I wouldn’t quarrel with the distinguished 
New York critic and college professor because I realize he’s 
writing about a segment of American society I don’t know much 
about. Anyhow, he has a gift for insight and satire which is so 
valuable and so funny his book is pleasant to read even if you 
don’t agree with all of it. 


But when he gets to the chapter called ‘‘The Matter of Being 
Interesting,’’ I feel sorry for him. 

‘In spite, or maybe because, of all that has been written on 
how to acquire friends, exude personality and dazzle dinner par- 
ties,’’ he begins, ‘‘America today boasts pathetically few inter- 
esting people. . . Middle-class social life, rampant with con- 
formity, breeds the fewest interesting people of all. . . . The ordi- 
nary businessman of today is no more truly interesting than the 
businessman of 30 years ago; he is merely more presentable.”’ 


Mr. Kronenberger is plainly talking about people who are com- 
fortably well off, fairly well educated, with leisure enough to 
spend a lot of time having dinner together, going to the theater 
together or playing games together. Naturally, they aren’t ter- 
ribly fascinating because they are cut from the same piece of 
goods. They live in the same kind of houses, do the same things 
at the same time every day, send their children to the same 
schools, dancing teacher and/or piano teacher, belong to the 
same clubs and patronize the same beauty shops and bars. At 
this distance they don’t look terribly enticing to anybody. 


That’s where newspaper reporters are more fortunate. People 
in jails or flophouses are seldom bores. Aside from the drunks, 
poor things, whose conversation is the most wearing, repetitious, 
mind-numbing experience in the world, and some politicians 
(ditto above), most people in the news are fascinating. And, of 
course, I mean people at both ends of the ladder—the achiev- 
ing, successful, up-and-doing ones as well as the duds and the 
failures and the victims of disaster. 


How can you be bored by a doctor just back from years of 
devoted service in a leper colony? Or an aged actress who is 
hitch-hiking to California? Or a man with severe heart trouble 
who directs from his bed a slowly growing program of enterprise 
for handicapped people? 


Mr. Kronenberger recommends—tongue-in-cheek, I hope—that 
we give the matter of being interesting some thought and study. 
In terms of being interesting, ‘‘or giving intelligent pleasure,’’ 
he says, ‘‘there is something to be said for putting oneself to 
school a little, if not Mr. Carnegie’s, then where one might learn 
how to be light on one’s mental toes and to speak the sort of 
nonsense and banter that almost no one, nowadays, can even 
write for the stage; or how to manage irony, so popular in our 
time as a subject for discussion, so far as a form of speech.’’ 
. Personally, if I were that desperate I'd find some new friends.

Here are a few ideas for using canned corn to appetizing 
advantage:
